Salem, Ore., March 23 (U 
T. P. S.).—Two decisions of im 
mense importance to Oregon, it 
that they make clear the far 
reaching police power of th« 
state in the regulation of moto 
vehicles, were handed down in 
Federal court last week. 

They appear to sound the deat 
knell to the hopes of those wh 
were attempting to defeat’ th 
state motor laws through the Fed 
eral court. 

Judge Bean, in one decree up 
held the right of the state to limi 
the weight of trucks and load: 
passing over the Columbia Rivei 
Highway between the east end of 
Multnomah county and the city of 
Hood River. 

In the other decision, Judge 
Wolverton decided that the license 
collected from automobile users is 
not in the nature of a toll. The 
license fee is not unconstitutional, 
he stated. 


Most important of the results 
of the decisions appears to be 
clearer understanding of the 
right of the state to éxerci« 
strict police power within t 
boundaries named.

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FRENCH DRIVERS 
MUST PASS TESTS 


Belgium Has the Easiest 
Requirements for 
Auto Users

ARIS, March 23.—Bel- 
j gium now is the only Eu- 
ropean country where any- 
body can sit at a wheel at any 
time and drive without hav- 
ing to submit to more or less 


intricate police formalities. 

England is the second easiest 
country. All that is required there 
is the payment of a fee in exchange 
for a permit. 

Holland does not investigate ac- 
tual driving skill, but permission to 
drive is only granted after obten- 
tion of a medical certificate prov- 
ing satisfactory physical ability. 

France and Sweden do not re- 
quire a medical examination, but 
only deliver licenses after a thor- 
ough -demonstration of driving 
skill. In addition, in France, the 
license is Hmited to the driving of 
cars of a power equal to or lower 
than that of the car used by the 
applicant to pass his examination, 
and a new examination must be 
passed when a driver wants a li- 
cense to use a larger machine. 

French applicants must also 
demonstrate a sufficient knowl- 
edge of the mechanical features 
of their car and also a perfect 
knowledge of the traffic regu- 
lations in force. These last two 
demonstrations are made through 
a regular examination by special- 
ists, similar to a university “ex- 
am.” The severity of the test 
is best shown by the fact that, 
in 1925 40 per cent. of the ap- 
plicants were asked to come 
again when better instructed. 

Italy, Holland, Austria, Hungary, 
Germany, Spain, Denmark, Poland 
and the Balkan countries all re- 
quire both a me@ical certificate and 
a demonstration of driving skill. 

Switzerland takes the prize for 
difficulty. Besides a medical cer- 
tificate of fitness, its rules provide 
for the same examinations as the 
French rule with the specification 
that the driving test must be of 
a duration exceeding three hours 
and include both city and moun- 
tain work. 


CONSIDERING COMPULSORY 
AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE 


Kenosha, Wis., March 23 (U. T. 
P. S.).—The state of Wisconsin 
may get a compulsory automobile 
insurance act before the next sps- 
sion of its Legislature if present 
agitation being noticed among au- 
tomobile dealers and manufactur- 
ers in the state bears fruit. 

With the decision of the New 
Hampshire Supreme Court that 
such an act would be constitutional 
the agitation is receiving added 
stimulus. The proposed insurance 
bill in Wisconsin would require 
every motorist to take out an in- 
surance policy or else file a bond 
providing a maximum of $10,000 
for the injury or death of another 
person and $1,000 for property 
damage.

Levy Indirect Tax 
On Colonial Autos 


Special to the Automotive Daily News 

Paris, March 23.— Considering 
that the taxation system, in use 
practically throughout Europe and 
based on engine size, is decidedly 
unfair the French North African 
colonies, financially independent 
from the mother country, have in- 
stalled, effective this year, a new 
system intended to burden motor- 
ists only in proportion to the use 
they make of their cars. 

No direct tax of any nature is 
now collected from automo- 
bile, truck or bus owners, but a tax 
of about $4 is levied on every ton 
of liquid fuel suitable for automo- 
bile use manufactured or imported 
in the colony. Another tax of about 
$120 is also levied on every ton of 
casings, inner tubes or solid tires 
made or imported in the colony. 

Assessors and inspectors have 
visited and taxed all stocks of fuel 
and tires stocked by importers and 
dealers as of January 1, 1926, and 
the new order is now in applica- 
tion. 

Notwithstanding the’ fact that 
considerably increased revenue is 
expected by the colony, motorists 
and motoring interests have been 
unanimous in declaring the new 
system as fairer and in every way 
better than the old basis.
